Sobjkct : — -Appeals —Time limit for submission of first and second appeals. 

No. 7 /ITC/ (PN) /M.— Attention of th* importers is invited to the appeal pro¬ 
cedure laid down in paragraphs 93 to 96 of Section I of the Import Trade Control 
Policy Book for the year April 1963—March 1964. According to the said procedure 
the first appeal against the decision of a licensing authority lies with the Head of 
the Licensing Office concerned within 30 (thirty) days from the date of the order 
appealed against. Similarly, the second appeal lie* with the Chief Controller of 
Imports & Exports, New Delhi again6t the decision on the first appeal within a 
period of 45 (forty-five) days of the order in question. 

2. It has been noticed that the time limit prescribed for submission of appeals 
Is not being strictly adhered to by the importers. Th* appeals received aft«r the 
prescribed period are liable to be summarily rejected. The parties concerned are, 
therefore, cautioned in their own Interests to submit their appeals complete in all 
respect so as to be received by the authority concerned within the prescribed time 
limit.
